either from the standpoint of tlio pris- 
oner or the public. 
Joseph 
Walker, former speaker of 
tho house, criticised the county com- 
missions as tho only body in existence 
which has the power to delermlno how 
much money it will spend and then to 
assess tho people for the amount so de- 
termined. As a mailer of practise, lie 
eaid,' the legislature exorcises no con- 
trol 
whatever 
over county expendi- 
tures. 
Louis Swig, associate judge ol the 
Taunton district court and a delegate 
to the convention, said the 
principal 
duties of 
the 
commissioners aro tho 
maintenance of county buildings, and 
earn of penal institutions. All of these 
duties, ho said, could bo performed bet- 
ter by the proper state authority. 
He 
contended that the courts, as a. matter 
o£ fact, aro officered by state officials, 
and tor that reason the county commis- 
sioners should have nothing to do with 
them.

Williams, formerly 
United Stales ambassador

tho first speaker in opposition. lie 
aaid the county unit of government hus 
heou more successful than any other in 
satisfying the public. The stato fa too 
large to be influenced by purely local 
conditions, while the municipal govern- 
ment is too small to be affected by 
broad considerations of state 
policy.

icnt of Iho olllco or controller of couiv- 
y accounts," ho said, "except that a 
roken-down politician needed tho Jou. 
I was aatd at tho time that the work 
ould bo dono by tho controller and one 
isslstaut, but tho man who has. the 
losltion now receives a salary larger 
ban Is paid to any county commis- 
ilonor In the commonwealth, and he 
has 16 assistants. 
Vet 1 am prepared 
say that tho work was done better 
vlion It wasileft to tho county commis- 
sioners themselves, and entailed no ad- 
ditional expense whatever." 
lie said Mr. Parsons' objections to the 
results achieved Amdor the parole sys- 
em should'go deeper. "It is not tho 
'ault of tho county commissioners," he. 
said1 "they have no right to classify 
prisoners. Tho real fault lies with tho 
judges of our courts, who commit be- 
Kinners in crime to Ihe same iustitu- 
'ions to which they commit 
Us past 
masters; it lies with tho judges who 
commit one man for six months and 
another tor two, although bolb have 
committed the same offense." 
John I. Bryant, county commissioner 
of Bristol county, pleaded with tlio 
committee not to centre in Boston the 
power to parole prisoners In the hou^e 
of correction. "So far as'I am person- 
ally concerned," Mr. Bryant said, "I do 
not care SO cents whether you take this 
work away from the county commis- 
sioners or not, but I want ta say Just 
a word for the poor people. U you 
could see, as I have seen, poor women 
with babes In their arms, come to my 
door on a Sunday morning ami plead 
for tho releasn of a husband who has 
been arrested because he has been on 
n drunk, perhaps the first he has had 
in a year, if you could see those poor 
women standing there and begging for 
mercy, not one of you men would sup- 
port for a second any suggestion that 
would force them to the expense of go- 
ing to Boston and to the Inconvenience 
of looking up 
some parole commis- 


sioner." 
Practically 
every counly commis- 
sioner In tho stale attended the hear- 
ing, but none addressed the committee 
except Mr. Bryant, Charles C, Spellman 
of Hampden county and John F. Mer- 
rill of Norfolk county.

Mr. -James C. Tteilly, president of tho 
Lowell board of trade, was His Honor'n 
choice to 
arrange 
details, and Mr. 
Rellly has been putting In some hard 
work In an effort to arouse enthusiasm 
locally, and to acquaint Lowell people 
with the purpose and magnitude of the 
production. 
In the first place, the time is tomor- 
row evening, Thursday, July 12. The 
train conveying the Lowell party will 
leave the Middlesex street station at 
r, 22, and the performance will start at 
& 30. The place is the Harvard stadium 
in Cambridge. Tickets may be bought 
at IifKgctt's drug store, 69 Merrimack 
street 
and the prices 
range from «>0 
cents to 52.50. All seats are reserved. 
Tho performance will be over by 10.40, 
and tho 11.40 train will be taken on the 
return trip. 
Persona intending to KO 
are advised by Mr. Reilly to get their 
tickets early as the best seats will be 
sold to tho earliest comers. 
Tho purpose of "Caliban" is a three- 


fold one. In the first place the aim is 
to raise money for the Red Cross aniS 
for the Reserve Officers' Training corps. 
This alone ought to be sufficient, to In- 
suro a large attendance of Lowell peo- 
ple, especially after 
the 
magnificent 
response to the Ked Cross campaign 
several weeks ago. Every cent takfen 
in outside of the necessary expenses 
will ho turned over -to tha two organ- 
izations, and will help alleviate

The second object of the production 
is to foster a community spivlt among1 
the various cities of Massachusetts by 
conducting special nights. Already this

met 
with success, and the 
cities are bound to benefit by the civic 
spirit aroused by such .affairs ab tnat 
of "Caliban." 
The third aim IR to show the specta- 
tors the development of man, extending 
through a period of 20 centuries. 
For 
this purpose a character representative 
of man in the person of the 
savage 
"Caliban" has been chosen to embody 
the influence of civilization. ;fCaliban" 
will be flrat shown as a half monster 
crawling on all fours. Gradually the 
various ages of history will be por- 
trayed, 
and 
the civilizing

Ambassador Fletcher, who came here 
to report in detail to Secretary Lansing 
on conditions In Mexico, has

despite some

cuinstance is considered Important be- 
cause a break with 
Germany would 
give Mexico an 
opportunity to Bet

not- object to seeing General Carranza 
supplied with money, but they belli* ve 
that without contributing much

Mayor J. J. Catn yesterday as he stood 
in the railroad yards and watched two 
cattle cars loaded \vltn men disappear 
in the distance. 
There were 67 men 


In the cars, all reputed to be members 
of the Industrial 
Workers 
of 
the 


World and 50 armed citizens accom- 
panied them to see that they did not 
como back. 


Deportation of the men came after 
"drive" yesterday in which hundreds 
of miners and other citizens, all armed, 
participated with the object of "clean- 
ing up" the town. 
All of the men 
were considered Uy Jerome city offi- 
cials to be "undesirables" because ot 
a strike called by 
the Metal miners' 
branch of the Industrial .Workers of 
tho World which was repudiated by 
the International Union of Mine, -Mil) 
and Smelter Workers. 
After tho men were placed in tha 
cattle cars they were given plenty o( 
drinking water, but nothine to eat. 
As tho train pulled out several snouc- 
ed at tho citizens, "We'll como back."
